BALK ROOSEVELT, 
IS TRUST SCHEME. 


“Vested Interests” Plan to 
Beat Taft or Any Other 
Man in 1908 Friendly 
to Administration. 


President Ready for Conflict with 
Harriman, Who Has Burned 
All His Bridges Be- 
hind Him. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., April 3.—([Special. }—The 
big interests of the country have inaugurated 
a movement to discredit President Roosevelt, 
prevent the achievement of his railroad and 
other reform policies, and to block the nom- 
ination by the republican party of Secretary 
Taft or any other Roosevelt man. This 
movement is now under way in Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, and California. 

This is the information President Roosevelt 
has received from a source in which he places 
reliance. The men behind this movement are 
E. H. Harriman, J. Pierpont Morgan, the 
Rocketellers, and other Standard ou inter- 
ests, the tobacco trust, and certain other 
capitalistic combinations which have gut- 
fered from the president's activity. 

The movement is much like what is known 
as the “rich men's conspiracy" of 1904, 
when, et a meeting, Harriman, so the presi- 
dent has been informed, solemnly expressed 
his conviction that he could deliver the dele- 
gates to the republican convention from 
Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska, Idaho, Colorado, 
and California to an anti-Roosevelt man. 
Investigation demonstrated that this claim 
was preposterous.

That's What Those in England 
Are, Artist Authority Declares.

KNOW NOTHING OF BEAUTY. 


Critic Declares Sex Is Esthetically Stu- 
pid, While Men Are Wise. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, April 3.—English women know 
nothing about beauty and less than nothing 
about dress, according to Dion C. Calthrop, 
who, in a statement today, characterized his 
countrywomen as dressed up sticks.“ 

Mr. Calthrop’s assertion is certain to stir 
up a storm, for he is acknowledged to be the 
leading English authority on dress. He is 
an artist and author of high standing, and 
his special hobby is the study of clothes. He 
has studied the evolution of costume from 
Eve's scanty wardrobe down to the wonder- 
ful trousseau of the present day society girl, 
and has written many books on the subject, 
one of them being 4 History of English 
Costume.” 


Men Know More About Clothes. 


Mr. Calthrop declares men know far more 
about dress than women, and says it is be- 
cause they consider women in the perspect- 
ive, while a woman considers herself in a 
series of bits, never as a whole nor as an 
individual. 

The result,“ he says, is there is no fe 
male individualism in dress, only a number 
of sticks dressed up according to fashion, 
each as much like the other as possible. The 
streets used to be filled with Du Maurier 
girls. Now it is Gibson girls. Whatever their 
figures are they must be squeezed, elongated, 
pulled, and pinched until each one resemn- 
bles every other. 

“This probably is due to the fact that 
women are not sure of their own beauty. 
They are afraid of it, of themselves, and of 
each other. This.is absurd, for there are 
no ugly women. A few may be plain, but 
the rest are beautiful. It lies within the 
power of a plain woman to become beautiful 
and of a beautiful women to become more 
beautiful by em emphasising her individuality 
in special features.’ 

His Own Wife an Exception. 

Mr. Calthrop holds that the early Vic- 
torian women knew more about dress than 
the modern women, consequently each ap- 
peared as a complete picture. 

Mr. Calthrop is married and his wife is 
exempted in his criticism, for he considers 
her one of the few well dressed women in

TROUBLES PILE U 
FOR CHIEF COLLINS 


Probably Will. Be Dropped 
| from Force in Addition to 
Losing His Position. 


ORDERS PAGES TORN OUT. 


Police Head Causes Mutilation 
“of Message Books, Commis- 
sioners. Hear. 


Chief of Police John M. Collins has many 
troubles in store for him. Chief of these, of 
course, is the certainty that he will have to 
step out of office within a few days at most. 
Then comes the fight which he will have to 
make for any position in the service at all, 
due to irregularities in his method of obtain- 
ing his second furlough. 
And lastly came the beginning of what 
promises to be a compl exposure of the 
extent to which Chief C prostituted the 
police force in the desperate effort to re- 
elect Dunne. 
When Collins retires as chief of police he is 
severed from the police department, ao- 
cording to the present view of the civil serv- 
ice commission. The chief says that there is 
a big question about this, and that he will 
fight to the last ditch for his rights.” 


Gives Himself Year’s Furlough: 

The records show that Collins took a year’s 
leave of absence as captain on July 26, 1906, 
and that on July 30, 1906, General Superin- 
tendent of Police John M. Collins gave Capt. 
John M. Collins another leave of absence 
for a year. The e service records show 
that this was placed on the minutes, but 
that no action was taken by the board. 

The commissioners hold that Collins as 
general superintendent could not grant him- 
eelf, as captain, a furlough. This opinion is 
shared by officials of the police department 
in general. Secretary Rafferty of the civil 
service commission, however, said that, in 
his opinion, Collins was at present a captain 
acting as chief upon a furlough. 

It was pointed out by other officials that, 


on the day his first year’s furlough expired, 


Chief Collins should have gone back to his 
captain’s office for a day, thus making As- 
sistant Chief Schuettler acting chief. Then 
Schuettler would have given Collins another 
year’s furlough with the Approval of the 
commission. 


Books Mutilated by His Orders. 

The investigation into the political tactics 
put into force by the chief progressed in the 
afternoon. The information that certain 
special message books had been mutilated 
and that pages hed been torn out by the 
order of the chief which contained messages 
relating to the mayor’s lithographs and 
other campaign orders, was given by Albert 
Bergener, city editor of the Record-Hereld. 

The entire commission was lf session. Upon 
hearing this evidence it sent at once for po- 
lice officers from the five division headquar- 
tere. Commissioner Prentiss ordered that 
the books be brought in at once. 

Mr. Bergener offered to prove that mes- 
sages relating to police business purely were 
destroyed with the political messages; that 
the chief had sent for ali the lieutenants to 
be in his office on March 16, there to receive 
their orders regarding the work to be done 
for Mayor Dunne, and that Chief Collins per- 
sopally had issued orders to tear two mes- 
sages from the books. 


Tells of Tearing Out Pages. 

Evidence heard in the afternoon amply 
justified the claims of Mr. Bergener. Capt. 
John Rehm of the Desplaines street station 
was the first to appear. He brought the spe- 
cial message book for the month of March 
with him. Examination showed that pages 
98 to 98 were missing. They contained polit- 
ical orders issued by the chief. They plainly 
had been torn out. 

„My attention was called to the pages,“ 
Capt. Rehm said, “when Commissioner 
Wenter and Mr. Bergener visited my office 
on March 90. Up to that time I had no 
knowledge of the mutilation. I notified In- 
spector Shippy. He informed me the pages 
had been torn out by one of the operators 
acting under orders from the chief. I also 
questioned the lieutenant, but he knew noth- 
ing about it.“ 

„Ig it customary for the chief to transmit 
orders to a subordinate,” asked Commission- 
er Powell. 

“Yes. On all important orders, however, 
the operator usually calls up the Inspector, 
captain, or lieutenant.” 


Not Customary to Cut Out Orders. 

Ig it customary to cut out orders from the 
books?” 

„No. The orders are sometimes counter- 
manded, but are supposed to be Kept in the 
books.” 

Walter Decker, operator at the Desplaines 
street station, was called, and produced the 
missing pages. He said the pages had been 
removed from the book Friday night on an 
order from Sergeant Phelan at the central 
station, 

He told me to take out two pages on which 
orders relating to the mayor's lithographs 
appeared,” said Decker, “ and put them away 
for a few days, and then paste them back in 
the books.“ 


Wanted to Know of Posters. 
The orders read: 
Ascertain how many of the mayor’s posters are 
up in each precinct and notify central. 
See how many of Mayor Dunne’s posters and 
lithographs are up in your district. 
Is it customary to tear out orders from 
the books?“ asked Commissioner Powell. 
„I have been in the service almost twelve 
years, and I never got such an order before.“

REARRANGEMENT OF COMMIT- 
TERS A HARD TASK. 


Local Transportation Importance Is 
Greatly Reduced by the Election— 
Finance Probably to Stand Nearly 
as at Present—Schools In for Com- 
plete Change—Dever likely to 
Continue at Head of Judiciary— 
Action When Result Is Known. 


— 


As soon as the vote for aldermen is can- 
vassed the committee which is to choose the 
council committees for next year will get to 
work. It has a more than ordinarily hard 
job this time on account of the large number 
of changes made by Tuesday's election. Also 
the settlement of the traction question has 
greatly lessened the importance of the com- 
mittee on local transportation. 

The desire of the nominating committee 
is not to make any more changes than are 
absolutery necessary, but the retirement of 
aldermen, either by defeat at the polls or 
failure to run again, has made a number of 


changes necessary. 

The finance committee is expected to stand 
as it is now, with Ald. Bennett as chairman. 
But there are two vacancies caused by the 
defeat of Ald. Sullivan of the Twenty-second 
ward and Ald. Burns of the Thirtieth. A 
membership on finance is called equal to a 
chairmanship on any other committee and the 
filling of these two vacancies will cause va- 
cancies on other committees. 


Transportation Committee Places. 

The functions of the committee on local 
transportation have been changed by the 
passage of the traction ordinances. It will 
still be an important body, but not of such 
importance as it was when the task of set- 
tling the street car conundrum was its work. 
Ald. Werno, the former chairman, is now 
out of the council and there is another va- 
cancy, that left by Ald. Hunter. The desire 
is to organize the committee with a majority 
of it favoring the ordinances, asthe body will 
have considerable to do with carrying them 
out. So Ald. Bradley or Maypole, now mem- 
bers of the committee, are most talked of for 
Ald. Werno’s place. 

Ald. Dever is expected to retain his place 
as chairman of the judiciary committee, but 
there are two vacancies here, those left by 
Ald. Larson and Harkin. 

Ad. Dunn will succeed himself as chairman 
of the license committee, unless he wants 
another place, but here again there are two 
vacancies, Ald. Harkin and Reese not being 
returned. 


Will Reorganize School Committee. 

The committee on schools is likely to be 
reorganized entirely. Ald. Zimmer is chair- 
man, but he is also a member of the finance 
and local transportation, and under the many 
changed conditions hardly can lok for this 
chairmanship. The absence of Ald. Riley, 
Dailey, Sullivan, and Wendling makes four 
vacancies to be filled. Just now Ald. Pringle 
is most talked of for the chairmanship. 

Ad. Young is expected to remain ae chair- 
man of gas, oll, and electric light, but Ald. 
Harris, Harkin, and Dailey leave vacancies 
in the membership. Other vacancies on less 
important committees which will have to be 
filled are: 

Streets and alleys south—Dalley, Martin, Wend- 
ling, and Burns.

NEW YORK ITALIAN ANSWERS 
CONSTANTINE’S DESCRIPTION 


Chicago Police Hopeful He Is Man Who 
Is Wanted for the Murder of Mrs. 
Arthur W. Gentry. 


New York, April 8.—[Special.]—Pasquale 
Gelorma, an Italian, arrested Tuesday night 
as he was boarding the steamer Roma at 
Ferris dock in Brooklyn, was committed to 
the Raymond street jail today. He was ar- 
rested because he answers the description of 
the supposed slayer of Mrs. Arthur W. Gen- 
try, who was murdered in her residence on 
La Salle avenue, in Chicago, on Jan. 6, 1906. 

The prisoner had this letter, which the 
police consider important: 

Dear Father: Before you receive this you will 
receive another by mail which will speak of the 
bearer, who, I hope, you will take good care 
of. Try all you can to give him work, but under 
no circumstances let any relatives who are in 
Picerno know.

It is expected that within 
a month the reconstruction actually will be 
in progress, with other improvements being 
inaugurated as fast as possible,

Mayor-elect Busse took under advisement the ap- 
pointment of an engineer to represent the city’s. 


interests on the board of super?ising engineers in 
charge of the reconstruction. 


President Mitten of the City railway announced 


he would call a meeting of the directors the first of 
next week to consider acceptance of the ordinance.” 
The acceptance is a foregone conclusion. 

Chief Engineer Arnold began drawing plans for 
the reconstruction ot the Cottage Grove avenue 
and State street trackage. ’ 

General Counsel Gurley announced that the plan 
for the reorganization of the north and west side 
interests into the Chicago Railways company will 
be completed within thirty days. rs 

Board to Be at Work Soon. 

The prospect is that the board of supervis- 
ing engineers will be organized within two 
weeks after the installation of Mr. Busse in 
the mayor’s office. So soon as this is done, a 
central office will be opened and the commis- 
sion will inaugurate not only the recon- 
struction. but the new service regulations 
and the system or accounting between the 
city and the companies. 

The most important step in putting the 
ordinances into effect is the selection of the 
city’s engineer. This task probably will prove 
as difficult as any that confronts Mayor-elect 
Busse. It ie absolutely essential to the best 
interests of the public that the city’s repre- 
sentative should be a man of great ability, 
spotiess integrity, and entire independence 
of any influences that might lead him to 
sacrifice the city’s interests to those of the 
companies. 

Though no names have been mentioned, it 
is said Mr. Busse is considering the qualifica~ 
tions of two Chicago engineers. Chief Engi- 
neer Arnold has taken the position that the 
first requisite is an efficient supervising com- 


mission. In all probability his advice will be 


sought by the mayor and council in the selec- 
tion of the city’s representative. 


Mr. Arnold Drawing Plans, 


Under the ordinances, thirty days after 
the acceptance of either company are allowed 
for the organization of the board of engi- 
neers. Mr. Arnold, however, has the board’s 
work well under way. Acting on his own 
initiative he set two draftsmen at work 
drawing plans for the reconstruction of the 
Cottage Grove avenue and State street lines. 
The plans will be, finished by the time the 
board is organized. If then approved they 
will be delivered to the company with in- 
structions to begin work at once. 

Mr. Arnold has approached officialgof both 
companies with a proposal to intugurate 
some of the through routes and the exchange 
of transfers informally.in advante of nue 
time when these benefits will become effec- 
tive. Whether this will be done Ils a ques- 
tion because of physical obstacles. 

Mr. Arnold intends to go over tte two sys- 
tems this week to determine whether any of 
the through routes could be put in operation 
at once. As to the exchange of transfers in 
advance of the acceptance date, it is not 
thought probable that an arrangement satis- 
factory to all interests could be brought 
about. 

The prospect is that the City railway will 
accept next week, while the Union Traction 
has until July 27. If the latter concern | 
should avatl itself of ite full privilege the 
result would be a restriction of the recon- 
struction to the south side lines in the next 
few months. After that date the work woule 
be extended to the north and west sides anc 
the through routes and universal transfer:

Telis of Three Years’ Work.

CHICAGO MAN ASKS FRANCHISE 
TO BUILD OVER WATER. 


Bill Introduced in Legislature Con- 
templates Structure 1,000 Feet 
Long and 300 Feet Wide, Provided 
with Facilities for Landing Pas- 
sengers—Location Is Near Thirty- 
first Street—Tombstone Bill Passes 
the House. 


Springfield, III., April 8.—A franchise for 
thirty years for a contemplated immense 
promenade and pleasure pier, to extend 1,000 
feet out into the waters of Lake Michigan 
from a point near the end of Thirty-first 
street in Chicago, is asked in a bill intro- 
duced in the house this morning by Repre- 
aéntative Oglesby, the measure being intro- 
duced by request. It gives to Fred B. Mc- 
Lean and his assigns authority to construct 
and operate a promenade pier from a point 
not more than 1,000 feet from the end of 
Thirty-firat street, Chicago, the pier to be 
not in excess of 1,000 feet in length and 300 
feet in width. It must be of open construc- 
tion and built so as to accommodate steam- 
boats and navigation in general. Mr. Mc- 
Lean is required to pay to the state treas- 
urer annually 3 per cent of the gross receipts 
of the pier. The privilege gives no riparian 
rights, and its operation is at all times sub- 
ject to federal and state and municipal laws,

Mr. Zinger s tombstone bill was squeezed 
through the house this morning by a bare 
majority. 

Mr. Zinger made a speech in support of 
his measure. He objected to the statement 
from Mr. Hull last week that the bill had 
been reported by the judiciary committee ae 
a joke. 

„Monuments are not a necessity but a 
luxury,’’ he said, and he believed when one 
was sold the dealer ought to be able to re- 
move it if it was not paid for. Mr. Zinger 
spoke advisedly, being a monument dealer 
himself. 

The house committee on education this 
afternoon took from the table, where it was 
gent last week, and reported out with the 
recommendation that it do pass, senate bill 
91, providing for the teaching of ethical vir- 
tues, morality, humanity. to dumb animals, 
etc., in public schools. The bill prohibits 
vivisection in any form, and regulates dis- 
gection in that it shall be the duty of the 
teacher to provide all animals to be used 
for this purpose, thus doing away with the 
incentive held out to children to kill birds 
or animals for the purpose of dissection in 
the schools. . 


Recorder Davis’ Plea Heard. 

Abel Davis, recorder of Cook county, ap- 
peared before the house committee on judicial 
department and practice this afternoon and 
laid before that body a bill prepared by him- 
self and offered as a substitute for house bills 
47 [Oglesby] and 380 [Mills]. The commit- 
tee favored Mr. Davis’ bill, and it will be 
favorably reported out to the house as « Sub- 
stitute for the other measures. The bill pro- 
vides that county recorders may make ab- 
stracts, and in Cook county $1,000,000 in- 
demnity fund is provided for to insure the 
correctness of abstracts. 

Near to Row in Committee. 

After a heated session in which several 
members came close to losing their temper 
and indulging in personalities, the meeting 
of the house committee on penal and re- 
‘formatory inetitutions tonight came close to 
oases in a row. Mr. Chipeérfield, who

THAW MIND TEST ENDED. 


COMMISSION TO SAY TODAY IF HE 
IS SANE OR INSANE, 


Final Crucial Test Held in Strictest 
Privacy, Even Lawyers Being Ex- 
cluded—Prisoner Comes from Or- 
deal Smiling and Confident and at 
Once Instructs Lawyer Delmas to 
Get Ready to Proceed with Trial 


Before Jury This Morning. 


New York, April 3.—[Special.}—Harry K. 
Thaw will know tomorrow whether he is 
considered sane or insane. The lunacy com- 
mission completed its inquiry today and will 
announce its decision to Justice Fitzgerald 
before the hour appointed for the reassem- 
bling of the jury in the morning. 

Thaw's final ordeal before the lunacy com- 
mission lasted for two hours this afternoon. 
Neither the district attorney nor any of 
Thaw's counsel was permitted to be present 
at this the last crucial test. When it was 
over Thaw emerged from the room erect 
and smiling with the aspect of a man who 
had passed successfully through a perilous 
crisis. Before he left the commissioners, 
each of them—David McClure, Peter B. Ol- 
ney, and Dr. Leopold Putzel—shook hands 
with Thaw in a way too cordial and friendly 
to indicate that they considered him a maniae 
whose liberty would be a menace to society. 


Thaw Confident of Outcome. 


Thaw seemed genuinely happy. Before 
he went back to his cell he told his lawyers 
he felt certain that the commission would 
declare him sane. HIS first act after reach- 
ing the Tombs was to write a note to Attor- 
ney Delmas inetructing him to be prepared 
to go ahead with his summing up address to 
the jury tomorrow. 

Thaw’e attomeys share his optimistic view 
of the situation. Tonight they declaredthey 
were ready to proceed with the case tomor- 
row, and believed that Mr. Delmas might 
begin his summing up address before noon. 
In that event, they said, Mr. Jerome would 
address the jury on Friday, and a verdict 
might be expected before the week’s end. 

Mr. Jerome, however, is not yet convinced 
that he will be put to the necessity of ad- 
dressing the Thaw jury. He does not share 
the view of Thaw or his counsel. Although 
entirely ignorant of what transpired at the 
final test today, he still is convinced that the 
commission cannot do other than declare 
Thaw insane. , 


Withstands Crucial Ordeal. 

So guardedly did the lunacy commission go 
about the final examination of Thaw that 
little of what took place leaked out. It was 
stated that the commissioners questioned 
Thaw particularly about the delusions from 
which it has been testified he was suffering 
at the time he shot and killed Stanford White 
and that Dr. Putzel conducted a brief physi- 
cal examination. Thew is said to have been 
subjected, in this examination, to all stand- 
ard tests of the reflexes, the pupils of the 
eyes, the Romberg test for evidences of lo- 
comotor ataxia, eto. He is gaid to have un- 
dergone all of the tests, mental and physical, 
in a thoroughly satisfactory manner, 


Wife Again Keeps Vigil in Court. 
There is little or no likelihood that the re- 
port of the commission Which has inquired 
into Thaw’s present mental state will ever 
be made public. If the decision favors Thaw, 
Justice Fitzgerald will merely order the triaD 
to proceed. Should the decision be against 
Thaw, he would have to quote it but briefly 
in his order committing the young man to an 
asylum. : 
The commission's private examination was 
preceded by a brief public. session, at which 
was heard the testimony of Dr. Allen Rose 
Diefendorf of Middletown, Conp., for the 
rogecution, and Dr. Charles G. Wagner of 
inghamton, N. T., for the defense. Dr. 
Diefendorf gave a purely academic decision, 
based upon assumed factsand writings of the 
defendant, and declared Thaw was incompe- 


tent. Dr. Wagner said he had talked with. 


the prisoner almost deily for nearly two 
months and had been unable to find anything 
upon which to predicate an opinion of men- 
tal unsoundmess at this time. He was not 
willing to go on record, however, as 
cifically’ declaring Thaw to be in every sense 
a sane man. nad 

Mrs. Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, attired again in 
the blue echoolgirl costume of the early days 
of the trial, was present during most of the 
public session, and while Thaw was closeted 
with the commission for his last ordeal she 
sat in the corridor with members of her hus- 
band’s counsel.

President Ready for Conflict with 
Harriman, Who Has Burned 
His Bridges. 


ACCEPTS GAGE OF BATTLE 
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sugar trust, the Standard Oil company, and 
a dozen other combinations and railroads. 
Some of these were contributors to the cam- 
paign fund. But they have been prosecuted 
for wrongdoing. 

The president did not promise any favor or 
immunity because of these campaign con- 
tributions, and in his action such contribt- 
tions have not influenced him a feather’s 
weight in reaching his decision. 

In this connection it is recalled that wheh 
Mr. Roosevelt was governor of New York 
he was making an effort to get through a 
bill Known as the franchise tax act. This 
measure was opposed by Whitney and Ryan, 
and his political managers toid him he must 
consider their wishes, because they had con- 
tributed heavily to his election expenses. 
The president responded he was extremely 
sorry he could not consider the action of 
Mr. Whitney and Mr. Ryan; that the sub- 
scriptions they had made to his campaign 
fund could not influence him in his action 
for the public service. This has always been 
his policy. This conception of gratitude on 
the part of these financiers existed in 1904, 
but their minds are becoming disabused by 
now and they fully understand that when 
they contribute to a campaign in which the 
president is interested it does not bind him 
to aid them in escaping punishment for vio- 
lation of law or in preventing him from push- 
ing through governmental reforms which 
they .consider harmful. 


Harriman Wanted Senate Seat. 

Mr. Harrimam’s deep interest in the suc- 
cess of the New York campaign arose, ac- 
cording to statements made to the president, 
from his desire to be elected to the United 
States senate as successor to Senator Depew. 
This accounts for his request to the presi- 
dent to name Depew as ambassador to 
France. Various financial interests most 
friendly to Depew had given notice to Odell 
that they would not support Higgins unless 
Depew were taken care of. The president's 
refusal to appoint Depew as ambassador 
was a death knell to Harriman’s senatorial 
aspirations. With this fact known, the mo- 
tives underlying his activity inthe New York 
state campaign are apparent. 

The president paid his respects also to 
Alton B. Parker. He called attention tothe 
fact that Parker originally charged that he 
and Secretary Cortelyou had blackmailed 
the corporations for contributions. This the 
president declared to be a monstrous false- 
hood, and he repeated this declaration today. 


His Answer to Parker. 

The president never has denied that cor- 
porations contributed to his campaign fund. 
In his statement answering Parker in 1904 
he used this language: 

That contributions have been made to the 
republican committee by corporations as con- 
tributions have been made to the democratic 
committee is not the question at issue. Mr. 
Parker’s assertion is in effect that such con- 
tributions had been made from improper mo- 
tives or in consequence of improper promises, 
direct or indirect, on the part of the recipi- 
ents. There is not one particle of truth in 
the statement.“ 

Among those who contributed to the repub- 
lican campaign fund was John A. McCall, 
late president of the New York Life Insur- 
ance company. At that time the public did 
not consider contributions from such a source 
to be improper, and the support of McCall 
was heralded in all republican papers as a 
great stroke of fortune for the president. 
There is not the slightest doubt that August 
Belmont subscribed generously to Parker's 
campaign fund. 

During last session of congress a law was 
placed on the statute books in accordance 
with recommendations of the president for- 
bidding interstate corporations to make con- 
tributions for election purposes. Mr. Parker 
evidently did not know of this action, for in 
his statement this morning he said that 
“congress has refused . to passa law 
prohibiting corporation contributions in fu- 
ture.“ 

“Spear Knows No Brother.” 

President Roosevelt does not want the 
country to rest under the impression that he 
has maintained intimate relations with Har- 
riman. He is no closer to Harriman than 
he is to James J. Hill or to A. B. Stickney. 
Only today he received from the latter an 
outline of the kind of railroad legislation 
he should recommend to congress for enact- 
ment and replied asking for details. He has 
also considered letters of B. F. Yoakum of the 
Rock Island railway, Mr. Speyer, the New 
York financier, and Frederick Whitrich, the 
railroad lawyer. 

A couple of years from now, should the 
president become involved in a quarrel with 
any of these men and his letters be published, 
he would be in the same position as he is 
now with Harriman. 

It was suggested that the effect of the 
Harriman row will be to make the president 
lean towards a harsher policy of railroad 
supervision, but this is empha‘ cally denied. 
The president will not permit personal ani- 
mosity to influence his action in connection 
with a great public question. 

„My spear knows no brother,” was the 
epigrammatie way in which the president 
spoke of his attitude toward the combination 
of railroad men and politiciang of which 
Harriman is a type. Thie is accepted as a 
declaration of war, and from now on there 
will be blood on the face of the political moon. 


Harriman Sits Tight. 

New York, April 3.—[Special.J—B. H. Har- 
riman announced today that he has noth- 
ing more to say or write concerning his 
difference with President Roosevelt. Cor- 
nelius Bliss said he hed nothing to say. Sen- 
ator Depew said he, too, had nothing to add 
to hie statement of Tuesday. Pending fur- 
ther word from Washington the disposition 
at this end of the line seemed ta be to sit 
tight and keep mum. 

Has Mr. Harriman any supplementary 
word to add to that of yesterday?” Mr. Mil- 
lar wae asked. 

„None whatever.” 

** Hae Mr. Harriman had called to his atten- 
tion the report sald to have emanated froma 
high source at Washington to the effect that 
his real object of having Mr. Depew removed 
from the senatorial field was to gain Mr. 
Depew's seat for himself?“ 

„Tes, said Mr. Millar, Mr. Harriman 
has seen that statement and he has nothing 


to say.” 
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TO RENEW FIGHT ON TRUSTS. 


President Roosevelt Calls Cabinet to 
White House to Consider Plans 
for More Prosecutions. 


Washington, D. C., April 3—An important 
conference was held at the White house 
this afternoon on the subject of trust prose- 
cutions now under way by the department 
of justice. Those present included four 
members of the President's cabinet, Messrs. 
Root. Bonaparte, Garfleld and Cortelyou. 
The discussion today was a general one 
without reference to any particular trust 
or corporation and no conclusions were 
reached. Attorney General Bonaparte, it 
fs said, ie outlining a program for action 
when the administration is ready to resume 
the trust prosecutions. 


Live Stock Men Boyeottea.

Jockey club, Turf and Field, Coaching club, 
and aimilar organizations in this country 
but he is a met, ber of the Reading Room 
at Newport and was one of two Americans 
elected to the Peris Jockey club. To cap the 
climax, Perry Belmont is president of the 
Allied Hunt club, of which the Chevy Chase 
organigation is a subordinete member, 

Early last season the Belmonts came to 
Washir.gton. Some people who object to 
marriages and divorces and marriages im- 
mediately following divorces undertook to 
prevent the Belmonts from getting into so- 
ciety’ in Washington because of the fact 
that their marriage happened within an ex- 
traordinarily short time after Mrs. Belmont’s 
divorce from the New York merchant. 

In spite of this chilliness, which they well 
understood before they came here, the Bei- 
monts bravely and frankly set to work to 
conquer social prejudices by lavish hospital- 
ity and the generous use of their unbounded 
wealth. 

New Home Oalled Spitehouse. 

They rented the Morgan house on Scott 
circle, which faces the house recently occu- 
pied by the Russian embassy and built by 
Vice President Morton. They have, how- 
ever, undertaken the construction of a gor- 
geous residence on New Hampshire avenue, 
directly opposite the home of Thomas Nel- 
son Page. This house is to be a model of 
what wealth and culture combined can do 
for a private residence. The architect and 
the landscape gardener who have charge of 
the grounds represent the best there is in 
the art of Paris. 

Unfortunately the Belmont house will cut 
off the view of some other people in the vicin- 
ity, and this, coupled with the fact that 
these same people participated in refraining 
from welcoming the Belmonts to Washing- 
ton, has given rise to a statement that the 
new Belmont residence is nothing more nor 
less than ea “‘apitehouse.”” If it is it will 
be a pretty piece of spite, which will be well 
worth going to see when it is finished. 

It is in the immediate vicinity of some of 
the finest residences in Washington, and if 
a line is to be drawn on the Belmonte socially 
it will have to zigzag up and down and 
around Dupont circle, because in their ight 
for social recognition they certainly have 
received help from some of the best kind of 
people, while others, equally best, have 
turned a cold shoulder. 


Further Dissensions Probable. 

There is probably no recourse for the turn- 
ing down at the Chevy Chase club, but it 
seems more than likely that the affair at the 
Metropolitan club, the exact nature of which 
is not known even to members who did not 
happen to be present, may result in some- 
thing in the nature of club discipline, which 
may lead to a still greater split in the Wash- 
ington social set. 

Fol. Frank L. Denny of the United States 
marine corps, who is president of the Chevy 
Chase club, was seriously injured in an auto- 
mobile acciderit last night. He was driving 
in a touring car with a party of friends, and 
they were all tipped out when the machine 
turned over in making @ sharp and fast 
curve near the Washington monument. Col. 
Denny had an arm broken and was pain- 
fully cut and bruised. It is believed he will 
recover. His accident had, of course, no 
connection with the Belmont difficulty, but, 
coming on the heels of an affair which has 

lit up two clubs to such an extent and 
which will have an influence on business, 
club, and social life iy Washington and 
New York, it naturally has attracted more 
attention than would be given it otherwise,

Jacob . Wiikin. * 


Danville. III., April 3—Judge Jacob W. 
Wilkin, eighteen years a member of the 
Supreme court of Illinois, died today, aged 
70 years. Judge Wilkin, whp was to have 
been made chief justice next June, had been 
ill two weeks with acute Bright's disease. 
Judge Wilkin was born June 7, 1837, at 
Newark, O., and came to Illinois with his 
parents in 1844. The family settled in Craw- 
ford county and Judge Wilkin was educated 
at McKendree college, at Lebanon, III. 

In the spring and summer of 1862 he was 
mustered into the union service as captain 
of company K, 130th Illinois infantry. He 
took an active part in the campaign and 
siege of Vicksburg, was at Grant’s head- 
quarters during the siege on special duty, 
and for some time after the surrender. He 
wag in the Red river campaign and all its 
battles. He was also on Gen. Rosecrans’ 
staff and on duty with him at the battle of 
Sabine Crose Roads, April 8, 1864, where 
Gen. Rosecrans was seriously wounded and 
Capt. Dickey, his adjutant general, son of 
the late Judge Dickey, was killed. Capt. Wil- 
kin was also in the Mobile campaign, at the 
siege and capture of Spanish fort, storming 
of Blakely, and surrender of Mobile, and in 
other battles and skirmishes, and was 
mustered out at the close of the war and 
given a major’s commission on account of 
meritorious conduct. : 

He studied law under the late Judge John 
Scholfleld in Marshall, Clark county, and was 
his law partner from 1867 until Judge Schol- 
field went on the bench in 1873. He waselect- 
ed judge of the Fourth circuit in 1879, reélect- 
ed in 1885, and in June of that year assigned 
to the Appellate bench of the Fourth district, 
where he served for three years, until his 
elevation to the Supreme bench in 1888. 
Judge Wilkin married Miss Alice E. Con- 
stable, a daughter of Judge Charles E. Con- 
stable. She died at their home in Danville 
in 1883. 


JAMES B. GOODMAN IS DEAD. 


President of Goodman-Sawyer Lumber 
Company Succumbs at Calumet 
Club After Long Illness. 


James B. Goodman, president of the Good- 

man-Sawyer company, lumber dealers, died 
yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock at the Calu- 
met club, Twentieth street and Michigan 
avenue, after an illness lasting several 
months. Death was the result of heart dis- 
ease. 
Mr. Goodman was born at Pike Mills, 
Pa., Sept. 14, 1841. In the civil war he 
served in the Sixth Pennsylvania reserves.

He came to Chicago in March, 1867, and en- 
gaged in the lumber trade.

Mra. Ida von Claussen Tells State De- 
partment at Washington That 
Charles H. Graves, United States 
Minister to eden, Refused to 
Preseut Her at Court—Her Gowns 
Were All eady, Too—Says She 
Feels Like Bride Deserted at Altar. 


New York, April 3.—[Special.]}—Charles H. 
Graves, United States minister to Sweden, 
has sent to the state department in Wash- 
ington his answer to the complaint filed with 
the department by Mrs. Ida von Claussen, to 
the effect that Minister Graves refused to 
Present her at the court of King Oscar. As 
part of his answer he inclosed two letters 
written by Mrs. von Claussen to his wife. 

Mrs. von Claussen arrived here on March 
She 
said then that she was going to Washington 
to lay her grievance before the president 
personally. 

She is the daughter of Adolph Claussen, a 
retired merchant of this city. At 19 she mar- 
ried Dr. William Francis Homan, but in 1906 
obtained a South Dakota divorce from him, 
resuming her maiden name. Her grandfather 
was Matthew Byrnes, a building contractor 


This Is What She Wrote. 


Part of Mrs. Clauseen’s letters to Mrs. 
Graves just as she wrote thea are as fol- 
lows, printed as written: 

My Dear Mrs. Graves: An American is 
in a terrible predicament and it is this. I 
have anticipated being presented at your 
court—and the court of Sweden, I mean— 
for over six months. I had the pleasure of 
meeting his royal majesty in Wiesbaden, and 
he was so sweet and kind to my little daugh- 
ter, 5 years old, and it made me think of a 
part of the world that I was not familiar 
with, namely, Swedem and so through Mr. 
and Mrs. Linberg I have been under the im- 
pression that upon my arrival in Sweden I 
would be presented to a countess whose name 
I at this minute forget, but a friend of Miss 
Linberg’s and through her to her royal 
majesty the queen, but Miss Linberg has 
just written to me here that she is informed 
that I must be presented through the wife 
of ‘our American ambassador,’ and so I am 
taking the liberty, and may I say the pleas- 
ure, of writing to you. 

“I do not know what to do at this late date, 
and for my own dignity’s sake cannot afford 
not to be presented, as many people know 
about it both in this country and in America. 
Admiral Dewey, Mrs. Dewey, and son are my 
friends in America. Mr. Brander Matthews 
and family are my friends, they are also per- 
sonal and intimate friends of President 
Roosevelt. 


Had Gowns All Ready. 

Do not refuse me the courtesy that I have 
understood from Mr. Consul Linberg was 
going to be conferred upon me just when all 
my gowns and court costume was completed. 
It would be like a bride left at the altar, and 
I am too well known socially to have such an 
indignity thrust upon me, so for the honor 
of America I appeal to you, dear Mrs. Graves, 
to see that no mistake is made. 

“Trusting that you will arrange every~ 
thing for me and, of course, accept my 
heartiest thanks, and I could almost hug you 
and love you for not allowing any failure to 
what should be a grand and glorious success, 
for I assure you America has worked hard 
in developing me and has given me many 
things to be thankful for. I dssure you you 
will take great pleasure in knowing me as 
your country [underlined] woman.”’ 


Shows She Is Slighted. 

When this did not have the desired result 
Mrs. Claussen wrote another letter, just to 
show Mrs. Graves who it was she had slight- 
ed, saying: i 

I am the granddaughter of (old) Sir Mat- 
thew Byrns, who built up half of old New 
Tork and died, leaving millions and your 
humble servant. The U. S. M. T. Co.’s let- 
ter I am sending you identifies me. The 
Princess Estrada of Paris’ letter will at least 
let you know that I am in a position to invite 
the best to my ‘ feasts.’ 

“I tried to be modest and retiring in com- 
ing to Sweden, allowing my friends to be 
greater than I, but you see, I am of some 
importance after all and may be a great deal 
more than I care to admit. Solam surethat 
the little obstacle of ‘not knowing me’ is 
removed.“ 

With this letter were inclosed, Minister 
Graves says, the following incidentals in the 
way of identification: 

A bill for 1.500 marks for surgery, in- 
dorsed, This is the surgeon who took 1,500 
marks’ worth of appendix from me.”’

FOR HAGUE CONFAB 


Russia and England Adopt 
Conflicting Positions on 
Armament Problem. 


THREAT IN CZAR’S NOTE. 


Powers Warned Russ and German 
Governments Will Not Dis- 
. cuss Reduction. 


— 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 8.—Diplomatic 
representatives of Russia have been directed 
to communicate a circular note regarding 
The Hague peace conference. 

The main feature of the note is an an- 
nouncement that Russia, Germany, and Aus- 
tria reserve the right to abstain from the 
discussion of questions which, in their 
opinion, cannot lead to practical results.“ 
This means the limitation of armaments. 

In making this reservation Russia reaf- 
Arms her adherence to the former program 
for the conference. On. the other hand, 
Great Britain and Japan reserve the right 
to abstain from the discussion of any points 
in the Russian program from which, accord- 
ing to their views, satisfactory conclusions 
are not obtainable. 


Conference to Open in June. 

The question of the limitation of arma- 
ments, according to the Russian note, is 
proposed by three powers—the United States, 
Great Britain, and Spain—the United States 
also proposing the addition of the Drago 
doctrine to the program, and several states 
reserve the right to present independent 
propositions to the conference on questions 
connected with the Russian program but not 
directly mentioned in it. 

The Russian minister at The Hague has 
been instructed to ask the government of the 
Netherlands to issue final invitations to the 
conference, in order that it may be opened 
in the middle of June. 


England Insists on Question. 

LONDON, April 8.—Great Britain has not 
withdrawn or in any way altered her request 
that the reduction of the expenditures on 
armaments should be placed on the program 
of subjects to be discussed at The Hague 
peace conference. This statement was made 
at the foreign office today. 


Express Surprise in Berlin. 

BERLIN, April 3.#The statement made at 
the British foreign office today that Great 
Britain had not in any way altered her re- 
quest that the question of the limitation of 
armaments be included in the program for 
the coming peace conference at The Hague 
causes some surprise in Berlin. The Ger- 
man foreign office’s understanding was that 
Great Britain did not insist on the question 
being formally included in the program, 
but only reserved the privilege of raising 
the question in the conference, thus leaving 
the other powers free to partake in or ab- 
stain from its discussion. 


KING LEOPOLD GETS REVENGE 
FOR BRITISH CONGO EXPOSE. 


Survey Reveals the Fact Mountains 
of the Moon in Africa Are in Bel- 
gian Territory. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, April 8.— The Royal Geograph- 
ical society is about to make an announce- 
ment which shows that Great Britain faces 
the loss of some of her most cherished East 
African territory. The exact longitude of 
the mountains of the Moon has just been 
scientifically determined and it is discov- 
ered that the more important part of the 
mountains lies in the Congo Free State. 
Moreover, Lake Albert Edward Nyanza, 
which was named for King Edward when 
he was prince of Wales, passes to Belgian 
eontrol. 

Were King Leopold’s feelings towards 
Great Britain more amiable there might be 
hope that Great Britain would retain the 
territory in question, as his consent to ise 
_frontier line being thrown back about halfa 
degree to the natural boundary, the Semliki 
river, is all that is necessary to effect this. 

King Leopold, however, is greatly incensed 
against the British owing to the part the 
press and public men here have taken in 
showing up the Congo atrocities and fixing 
the blame for them on him. His opportunity 
for revenge has come. He refuses to make 
any concegsion, insisting upon the thirtieth 
meridian as the frontier. 

Accordingly the loss of the mountdins and 
lake will shortly be announced by the foreign 
office here. It is anticipated a general re- 
naming of the prominent natural features oj 
this part of Africa will follow. 


NOTES FROM FOREIGN LANDS. 


PONTA DEL GADA, Island of St. Michaels, Azore 
Islands—Violent earth shocks prevailed through- 
out this island. The worst disturbance occurred 
at Villa Franca, where the panic stricken people 
fled to the outekirts of the town. The wealthier

MEN TO GET HIGHER PAY, WORK 
SHORTER HOURS. 


St. Louis’ Fears of a’ Beer Famine Are 
Allayed by Cempromise Between 
Makers of the Foaming Beverage 
and Their Striking Employes—Both 
Sides Make Concessions—Schedule 
Signed fer Three Years—Features 
of New Wage Scale. 


St. Louis, Mo., April 3.—[Speciai.}]—The 
brewery strike is ended, the men have re- 
turned to work with more pay and shorter 
hours, and the beer famine which made St. 
Louis nervous with dread has been averted. 

Contracts for three years were signed by 
the representatives of the various brew- 
eries and the striking employés, and the 
strike was officially dectared terminated. 

Following are the changes in wages and 
hours that go into effect immediately under 
the new contracts: 

Brewers and maltsters—Washhouse men in- 
creased from $15 to 816,50 a week; cellar men 
from $16 to $17.50 a week. 

Bottlere—Were getting $1.70 a Gay for nine 


‘hours. Wul receive $2 for an eight hour day. 


Firemen—Were getting $15 a week; will 
receive 80 cents an hour for eight hour day, 
seven days a week.

Ollers—Were paid $62.50 a month, with ten 


hour day; will get $15 a week with eight 


hour days. 

Engineers—Increase from $20 to $23 a week. 

Drivers—Inocreases from $14 to $15 and 
from $16 to $16.50 a week. 

Ice pullers—Work only eight instead of ten 
hours for $2 a day. 

Laborers— Were paid $1.89 for nine hours, 
and will get §2 for an eight hour day.

SCHENECTADY MAN LITERALLY | 


BLOWN TO PIECES. 


Daniel Miller, Young Machinist, soon 
to Have Been Married, Opens Ex- 
press Package Sent Him from 
North Adams, Mass., and Is Mor- 
tally: Wounded—Police Have No 
Clew to Identity of Sender, Addreas 
Having Been Printed. 


Schenectady, N. Y., April 3.—[ Special. }]— 
Daniel Miller, a machinist, was mortally in- 
jured this afternoon by an infernal machine 
which was sent to him by express. The ma- 
chine came from North Adams, Mass, and 
was delivered at Miller's lodgings, 431 Lib- 
erty street, within a stone’s throw of police 
headquarters, at 1:30 o'clock this afternoon, 
It was not opened by Miller until he got 
home about 7 o'clock. He started to open 
the package, which was slightly larger than 
an ordinary cigar box, as it lay on a center 
table in his room on the second floor 

An instant later there was a terrific explo- 
sion and other lodgers in the house as well 
as neighbors rushed to Miller's room. Miller 
lay groaning if agony on the floor, his face 
and body frightiully burned and mangiea, 
his body stripped of clothing, and blood 
streaming from hundreds of cuts. One eye 
was torn out, and the entire lower portion of 
— trunk was cut open, exposing the intes- 

nes. 

Victim Cannot Recover. 

Several physicians were summoned, and 
an ambulance from the Ellis hospital quickly 
was on hand. The victim was taken to the 
hospital, but it was*said that he could not 
possibly live more than a few hours. 

The infernal machine, as nearly as can be 
judged from what is left of it, consisted of 
an electric battery contained in a zinc can, 
or pipe, about two and one-half inches in 
diameter. and five inches long, which was 
connected by a small copper wire with an 
exploding cap attached to a stick of dyna- 
mite. Several hundred small pieces of metal, 
sergws, and slugs must have been contained 
in the package, for these were found im- 
bedded in Miller’s body and scattered about 
in the wreckage in the room. 

No Clew to Sender. 

The address on the package is printed in 
red ink with what appears to be a rubber 
stamp, one of those set up with rubber 
type, and the police have no clew to the iden- 
tity of the sender. 

The victim is 27 years old, industrious, and 
prosperous. He was to have been married in 
June to a Schenectady young woman.

Boston Club Owner Holds Conference 
at Champaign with Noted Col- 
lege Athletic Leader.

EAR BVIDENGE OF “VETS 


HORSE DOCTORS CALLED ON IN 
LOU DILLON. POISON CASE. 


Cleveland Expert Expresses Beliet 
That Something Unusual Was Mat- 
ter with Mare on Day of Gold Cup 
Race—His Examination Not Com- 
pleted—Smathers Likely to Enlist 
Prof~sesional Opinions on the Other 
Side--Devereux on the Stand. 


— 


New York, April 3.—[Special.]—Long hypo- 
thetical questions framed so as to elicit ex- 
pert veterinary opinions concerning the con- 
dition of Lou Dillon when she was beaten ‘by 
Maj. Delmar in the famous Memphis gold 
cup race three years ago were conspicuous 
parts of the proceedings today at the con- 
vinuation of the trial before Justice Green- 
baum and a jury in the Supreme court on 
the association’ suit to recover the cup from 
Edward E. Smathers, the former owner of 
Maj. Delmar. 

Mr. Springler, a veterinarian of Cleveland, 
was one expert witness. He gave it as his 
opinion that Lou Dillon must have been 
“doped "’ with aconite or some such drug 
immediately before the race. Mr. Springler 
knew Lou Dillon well and often had ob- 
derved her trotting performances. He said 
he never had seen the mare act as she did 
when she almost collapsed after racing but 
half a mile in the cup race. 

Ex-Judge Coyne, for Smathers, tried to 
have the expert's testimony stricken out, but 
Justice Greenbaum allowed it to stand. It 
ig likely the defense will have expert testi- 
mony of its own to offset Springler's answers. 

Harry K. Devereaux, the trotting horse 
owner of Cleveland, testified he had seen 
Lou Dillon before the race and had watched 
her carefully afterward. In his opinion she 
got suddenly sick without apparent cause. 
Devereaux's description of the race and of 
the mare’s behavior before and after was 
practically identical with the description 
given on Tuesday by Millard Sanders, the 
mare’s trainer, who testified he was ap- 
proached several times by his brother and 
another man concerning the possibility of 
“fixing "’ Lou Dillon. Devereaux owns the 
trotter John A. McKeron, and he said he be- 
lieved his horse was superior to Maj. Delmar. 

Charles Tanner, another of C. K. G. Bill- 
ings’ trainers, gave similar testimony as to 
the condition of Lou Dillon, as did Joseph 
D. Markey, a sporting writer. 

Andrew M. Howe, superintendent of the 
Memphis track, testified there was nothing 
in the condition of the track that could ac- 
count for Lou Dillon’s breakdown. 

Miflard Sanders also was redalled to deny 
he had administered any such drug as acon- 
ite or nicotine to the mare before the race. 
Then the veterinary, Springler, was put on 
the stand. His examination will continue to- 
morrow. 


M’CORMICK FAREWELL CHANCE. 


Eastern Owner Wins Stake and Purse 
at City Park—Emergency in 
a Soft Spot. 


New Orleans, La., April 3.—[Spéctal.]—James 
McCormick celebrated his farewell chance today 
by ‘winning the Magnolia selling stakes at City 
park, one of the richest events of the meeting, 
with his crack sprinter Emergency. a 2 to 5 favor- 
ite, and the mile event that followed with his 
Derby colt Tileing, which was also favorite. 

Emergency had ordinary company opposed to 
him, and was so much the best that, after being 
closely pocketed for five furlongs, he was able to 
race into the lead and win by a wide margin. 
Quinn Brady was an easy second, and John L. 
Inglis third after a drive to beat Envoy. 

Tileing had about the same experience in the 
early part of his race, and he, too, won off by 
himself, with Peter Sterling and Gargantua 
whipped out behind him.

19. Nicholas identified his signature. Sub- 
sequently Attorney Foos explained privately 
that the witness had merely slipped up on 
his dates 

A memorandum book was offered to sub- 
stamtiate Nicholas’ assertion that the dia- 
monds recovered from him and Leopeld never 
belonged to the murdered woman, but had 
been given to Nicholas as security for money 
advanced to Miss W. C. Dutton at Kansas 
‘City, and to Grace Kimberlin at Indianapolis.

THE MISSING 52,000. 

The names of 184,886 alleged registered 
voters appeared on the petition praying 
for a referendem on the traction ordi- 
nances. The I. M. O.“ petition bore the 
names of 107,159 persons Who also wanted 
a referendum. Doubtless many signed 
both petitions, but, allowing for that, there 


tility to the ordinances. The referendum 
was asked for by those who wished to de 
feat them and not by those who were for 
them, 

On election day 132,720 men voted 
against the ordinances out of the 184,886 
who signed the big petition. Over 52,000 
failed to appear at the polls. Were they 
dead, or sleeping, or off on a journey? 
Had they changed their minds after they 
put down their names, or had they lost 
all interest in the matter? 

The reasonable explanation of the non- 
appearance of the 52,000 at the polls is 
that they were “men in buckram,“ con- 
jured out of airy nothing by the active 
imaginations of the people who were con- 
cerned in getting up the petition. It may 
be that among the signers were some who 
put down their names so as not to have 
any trouble with the policemen who were 
circulating the petition and subsequently 
voted for the ordinances, but most of the 
missing 52,000 never, existed. The peti- 
tion was stuffed, padded, swollen’ by 
fraud. 

There is before the legislature a bill to 
repeal the “ public policy” law which en- 
ables the manufacturers of bogus petitions 
to put on the little ballot” all the trivial 
or remote questions that may occur to 
them. The bill should pass and the waste 
of money attending the voting on imprac- 
tical questions be stopped. 

The proposed new charter provides that 
certain ordinances shall be submitted to 
the popular vote upon the petition of 10 
per cent of the registered voters. This 
year less than 40,000 names would be re- 
It has been demonstrated with 
what ease 50,000 bogus names can be 
picked up. A much greater percentage 
Provision should also 
be made for the thorough verification of a 
petition and punishment of all who may 
be guilty of fraud in getting one up. If 
that kind of cheating had been punishable 
two months ago the referendum petition 
would not have had the impressive array 
At least 52,000 
would have been lacking. 


PARK CONSOLIDATION. 


It is not to be wondered at that the 


‘board of south park commissioners feel 


some discontent because of losing their in- 
dependence under the provisions of the 
new charter for Chicago. For forty years 
they have been working without interfer- 
ence from representatives of other parts 
of the city. They have done a great 
work. The results are apparent. Each 


‘annual report of that body is full of in- 


dications of careful management, {ntelli- 
gent oversight, and a constantly widening 
horizon as one need after another has 
been foreseen and met in a way entirely 
satisfactory to the people. The willing- 
ness to vote additional bonds when asked 
for is the practical expression of popular 
approval. 

Under the new charter the parks of the 
city are to be consolidated and managed 
by a board of nine members, three chosen 
from the south side, three from the north 
side, and three from the west side. They 
are to be appointed by the mayor with 
the consent of two-thirds of all the mem- 
bers of the city council. After the first 
choice has been made for terms of two, 
four, and six years, the commissioners are 
to serve for six years, 

Proud as the south park commissioners 
have a right to feel, when their record is 
compared with that of the other similar 
bodies, it seems plain that the general con- 
solidation and unification of interests con- 
templated by the new charter should have 
greater force. The theory behind the 
charter is the one of progress. It fore- 
casts a greater Chicago. There is no 
reason to think that there will be any 
diminution of care for one set of interests 
which will be comparable with the gain 
for the interests of all. The experience of 
the south park board will be utilized for 
the benefit of the whole city. What Chi- 
cago of the future needs is a series of 
parks equally well managed regardless of 
location. The south side will have one- 
third of the voting influence always in the 
commission. Its interests will not be over- 
looked. . 

There will be many long established 
bodies and much long used machinery set 
aside if the new plan of government is 
put into operation. There will be ques- 
tionings here and there whether this or 
that feature of the present methods might 
not well be retained. But the larger idea 
is so much more praiseworthy that it 
onght to appeal to the judgment of all 
citizens as the thing to secure in the in- 
terest of a great municipality such as 
should develop under the new plan. 


RELIEVING THE CONGESTION. 

The executive committee of the Chi- 
cago Commercial association is consider- 
ing the possibility of. satisfactory arrange- 
ments with those interested by which the 
heavy deliveries of coal in the downtown 
district may be made at night or late in 
the afternoon Instead of during the or- 
dinary working day as now/ 

Under present conditions the congestion 
within the loop is greatly increased by the 
coal wagons. They interfere with the 
passage through the streets of lighter ve- 
hicles, they help to clog the crowded high- 
ways, they add to the discomforts and 
inconveniences which beset shoppers in 
the heart of the city. ' 

The coal men have a perfect right to 
use the streets. No one questions that. 
The matter is one of possible adjustment. 
Night is turned into day downtown by the 
myriads of electric lights. The darkness 
no longer ends business of necessity. 
Some special arrangement would need to 
be made with the teamsters, but that 
ought not to be a difficult matter. The 
proposition is a good one. If the codpera-

On general principles 
it is a matter of congratulation on the 
part of citizens that an efficient body of 
earnest workers is giving so much time 
and thought to the study of various means 
by which the interests of Chicago within 
the city limits and without may be ad- 
vanced.

* NEWS OF THE THEATERS. 


MERICAN envoys abroad are respon- 
sible not only to their own govern- 
ment but also to that of the country 
to which they are credited for the 
people whom théy present at its court. 

It is a responsibility from which the diplo- 
matic representatives of monarchical powers 
are relatively exempt. In their case the 
fact of their compatriots having been pre- 
sented previously at their own court fur- 
nishes in a measure an indication of their 
eligibility to presentation at courts ‘abroad, 
and all that the envoy has to do is to submit 
the names to the officials of the court to 
which he is accredited, leaving to them to 
decide whether they wish to admit the appli- 
cants to presentation and to attendance at 
court festivities. 

But where the American envoy is concerned 
He has nothing 
to guide him except his personal knowledge 
of the applicants for presentation or per- 
sonal letters of strong recommendation from 
the president, the secretary of state, or some 
other member of the cabinet. He is under 
no obligation whatsoever to present people 
merely because they happen to be American 
citizens, as so many of them seem to be- 
lieve. Both the administration at Washing- 
ton and the court and government of the 
country in which he happens to be sta- 
tioned rely exclusively upon his discretion 
in such matters, and if he makes any mis- 
take—if, through his agency. or through that 
of his wife, any American man or woman 
to whom objections subsequently may be dis- 
covered secures the honor of presentation— 
he not only renders his position intolerable 
but is apt to be recalled asa fallure. 

That is why Mrs. von Claussen of New 
York, who has lodged with the president 
a complaint against the American legation 
at Stockholm for refusing to present her at 
the court of Sweden, has no grounds for re- 
dress. She has admitted in the lengthy in- 
terview published in the various newspa- 
pers here that she had no credentials from 
the administration, and that she was per- 
sonally unknown tothe American envoy and 
his wife. They would have been tempting 
fate, and guilty of the grossest kind of in- 
discretion, if they had presented her under 
the circumstances. 


* 


European courts regard divorcées with the 
utmost disfavor. At most of them they are 
barred, and it is only in rare cases that an 
exception is made in their favor. Now, Mrs. 
von Claussen, besides bearing a distinctly 
German name in conjunction with the Ger- 
man nobillary prefix of von,“ admtts that 
she is a divorcée, and that, although a New 
Yorker and formerly married to a New 
Yorker, she obtained a divorce in South Da- 
kota on grounds not recognized by the laws 
of New York, and that on the strength of 
this divorce, of more than questionable va- 
lidity, she is about to marry, en secondes 
noces, a Baron Lindberg, whom she took 
with her to the American legation at Stock- 
holm to champion her cause when the min- 
ister and his wife deciined to present her. 
The fact of the matter is that, if Mrs. Graves, 
the wife of the American envoy, had pre- 
sented Mrs. von Claussen at the court of 
Stockholm, she would have involved both 
herself and her husband in serious trouble 
indeed. 

Robert Bacon, assistant secretary of state, 
replying to the letter of complaint ad- 
dressed by Mrs. von Claussen to the 
president, states in behalf of the\ ad- 
ministration that the question of ¢ere- 
monial presentation of American eit 
zens at foreign courts is entirely within 
the discretion of the American envoys ac- 
credited thereto.’’ It would be well that this 
should be widely known, for it would spare 
American diplomatic representatives abroad 
many a mauvais quart d’heure with indig- 
nant compatriots who are under the mis- 
taken impression that the United States 
envoys abroad are forced to present every 
American citizen and citoyenne who comes 
along, even if perfect strangers to the mem- 
bers of the mission. 

It is pleasant to be able to state that the 
mistakes made by American diplomats in this 
respect have been few and far between. 
Indeed, in the two instances of the presenta- 
tion at the court of St. James of American 
women being canceled, the one publicly and 
the other -priyately, it was found that in 
each instance the presentation had been 
made by English acquaintances of the 
presentees. It was after this that the rule 
was established that no more presentat- 
tions of Americans should be made except 
through the agency of the American em- 
bassy.

England's house of lords enjoys the little 
known distinction of being the only legisla- 
tive body in the world that carries on its de- 
bates and discussions without any presiding 


officer to direct its deliberations, and recent 


attempts to modify this strange condition 
of affairs, which has endured through many 
centuries, have met with failure. The gen- 
eral public, both at home and abroad, labors 
under the impression that the lord high 
chancellor is the presiding officer, but this 
is not the case. The lord high chancellor is 
a member of the cabinet, voting as such in 
all divisions, taking part in the debates 
as a member of the administration, and 
possessing no more right to interfere in be- 
half of a point of order or to determine it 
than the most junior baron of the house. 

Indeed, if the discussion of the education 
bills in the house of lords was so abnormally 
prolonged last year, it was because there was 
no presiding officer qualified to prevent ir- 
relevancy. In the house of commons, when 
a member, in addressing the chair, strays 
from the matter under discussion, he is at 
once called to order by the speaker, whereas 
in the house of lords peers who started 
speaking on the subject of the education 
bill meandered on until they found them- 
selves, at the close of their speech, solilo- 
quizing, often to empty benches, on mat- 
ters in Afghanistan, the new Persian consti- 
tution, Chinese reform, and the suffragette 
movement, 

Moreover, there are occasionally scenes 
in the house of lords which could not, by 
reason of the discipline maintained by the 
speaker, happen in the house of commons. 
Thus, in one instance, when the late Lord 
Denman exasperated his fellow peers into 
murmurs of protest by the prolixity of his 
irrelevant speech, he turned upon them with 
the exclamation; I may not be your equal 
in debate, but I am the equal of any one of 
you in my shirtsleeves.“

Another time the late Lord Beaconsfield 


‘and the late Lord Granville both got up at 


the same moment to address the house. 
Neither would give way to the other, and, 
after a most unseemly wrangle, the matter 
had to be decided by a full fledged division. 
Still another lord, who was anxious to ad- 
dress the house on the deceased wife's sis- 
ter bill, missed his train, and did not reach 
London until the following day. When he 
arrived in the house he found that the ques- 
tion then under discussion was the opening 
of museums on Sunday. But, without the 
slightest regard for relevancy, a8 soon as 
ever the lord who was addressing the house 
when he entered resumed his seat, he rose 
in his place and got off his speech about the 
deceased wife's sister bill, which had been 
decided by the house the day before. It 
is no wonder that Lord Campbell, when lord 
high chancellor, was wont to declare that 
the British house of lords, although the most 
august and assuredly the most ancient of all 
legislative bodies in existence, was likewise 
the most disorderly. 

Among the chief adversaries, however, to 
any reform of this anomalous condition of 
affairs is the present lord high chancellor 
himself. He declares that, having to spend 
his mornings presiding overthe judicial com- 
mittee of the privy council, the ultimate 
court of appeal of the empire, in supervising 
the lower court of appeal, in taking part 
in the deliberations of the cabinet, and in 
championing or opposing as a minister of 
the crown measures before the house, he 
has more Work than it is possible for one man 
to do, and that it would be impossibie under 
the circumstances for himself or any other 
lord high chancellor to undertake the duties 
of presiding at the house of lords in the ca- 
pacity of speaker. , 

In thg house of commons, of course, the 
speaker, elected by the whole of the mem- 
bers, as its executive officer and president, is 

sed to leave aside his political leanings 
from the moment that'he takes possession

JUDGE AND JURY WONDER AT 
TALES or FINANCE. 


J. Allen Wirte, Night Manager, Tells 
ef Indorsing Note Signed by 12 
Year Old Daughter of G. F. Sorrow 
Without Turming It Over—-Did Not 
Ask About It—<Witness Bixclaims 
on Stand “He Dias't Know Whole 
‘Thing Was a Fraud.“ 


Stories of banking methods which made 
judge, jury, and attorneys smile in wonder 
were told yesterday in the trial of indftted 
officials of the wrecked Bank of America. 

The majority of witnesses were men who 
had signed or indorsed notes entered upon 


the booke of the bank as paid up capital 
stock.” In almost every case these notes 
have been shown to be worth little more 
than the paper on which they were written. 

The experience of J. Allen Whyte, night 
manager of the bank, Was perhaps most 
appreciated. Mr. Whyte testified he had 
indorsed one of the notes for thousands of 
dollars and that it was signed by G. F. 
Sorrow’s 12 year old daughter. 

“Are you in the habit of indorsing chil- 
Gren’s notes?” asked Assistant State's At- 
torney Young. 

“ Why, you see,“ Mr. Whyte replied, Sor- 
row wanted me to indorse the note. I just 
signed it on the back without turning it 
over.“ 

Didn't you ask any questions about it?” 

“No; I didn’t think it was necessary.“ 


Healy Explains His Action. 


Thomas J. Healy, a drainage trustee and a 
nephew of Daniel D. Healy, receiver of the 
bank, explained how it happened that, while 
he was assistant state’s attorney, he had 
been one of the three men who signed the 
application for the Bank of America’s char- 
ter 


He said he had called at Abner Smith's 
office one afternoon on another matter of 
business and found the application lying on 
Smith's. desk. After attending to his er- 
rand, Smith, he said, asked him to sign the 
application, just as a matter of form,” be- 
fore he went out. Mr. Healy said he saw no 
reason why he should not comply. and signed 
the paper. 

Other signers of the application were Smith, 
who was president of the bank, and Assistant 
Cashier Howe. 

Mr. Healy testified that, at Smith's sug- 
gestion, he had subscribed for two shares 
of the bank’s stock. When he went to get his 
stock he found hie subscription had been 
raised to five shares. 

I objected,” he said, but Smith finally 
induced me to take the five shares. I paid 
$400 for the first two and was going to give 
my note for the remaining $600, but Smith 
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said it wouldn't look well. So I had my wife 
sign the note.“ 

Subsequently Mr. Healy's note was paid 
by him in full. 

Signs Another Man’s Name. 

Lewis G. Muller, one of the directors of 
the bank, who contributed to the bank's 
“assets” by signing the name of his wife's 
first husband to a check for $2,750, Mre. Mul- 
ler knowing nothing of the transaction, 
testified. 

„Mr. Pierce (the bank's cashier) told me,” 
sald Muller, that the bank examiner had 
objected to ‘one name paper.’ So I signed 
the name C. G. Webb’ to the note and in- 
dorsed it myself.“ 

Mr. Webb testified he had also signed an 
$8,000 note for Vice President Sorrow. He 
admitted he could not have paid the note 
at the time. 


“Didn’t Know It Was Fraud.“ 

At one point, on being questioned closely 
in regard to some transaction, Webb ex- 
claimed: 

“Well, I simply did it because I didn't 
know the whole thing was a fraud!” 

Bach of the attorneys for the defense 
jumped to his feet with an objection, and the 
remark was ordered stricken out.

GOSSIP ON CHANGE. | 


For everything except fancy spring wheat 
the demand in the cash wheat market was 
slow and trade quiet. Choice grades of 
spring wheat were scarce and wanted, but 
other grades, which recently have sold well, 
were a drag on the market. No. 2 red wheat 
ann ee apg so

mand was reported at Minneapolis, with 
No. 1 northern selling et Me over May, 
and No. 2 northern %c over. Other outside 
markets were firm. Im the local sample 
markets cash corm was weak in sympathy 
with the decline in futures, but there was 
a better demand from exporters, and good 
sized ‘sales were consummated. A better 


The domestic demand was slow, however, 
shippers reporting a tame inquiry. Oats 
were le lower and dull. Country offerings 
of both corn and oats are light, receivers 
reporting offerings of the former in the 
country light. Local sales were 18,000 bu 
wheat, 205,000 bu corn, and 160,000 bu oats. 
The seaboard reported 80,000 bu wheat and 
200,000 bu corn for export. 

Local professionals, led by Rankin, Fried- 
man, Lindman, Comstock, and Lake, were 
the best early buyers of wheat, taking July 
principally. Commission houses had wheat 
for sale on all the hard spots. Brosseau, 
Wrenn, Peavey, and Daggett were on the 
selling side. Comstock was a late seller. 
Armour bought May and sold July. Inthe 
last half hour Pringle led the selling. Seil- 
ing of May and buying of July by Bartlett- 
Frazier was the feature of the corn trading 
early, and was kept up to a greater or less 
extent throughout the session. On.the de- 
cline Comstock and Updike bought July and 
Wrenn May. Wagner and Helmholz sold 
May. Edwards and Roloson, with scattered 
commission houses, bought September oats. 
The demand for May oats was not brisk, 
and free offerings by Bartlett-Frazier, 
Norther Grain, Buckley, and Peavey de- 
pressed the market. The Cudahy Packing 
company, Logan-Bryan, and Wrenn sold 
provisions; buying was scattered. 


“Bug” reports from the southwest were 
of all kinds and descriptions, and there 
was a growing inclination on the part of 
an active element on the floor to believe 
that serious damage was at least threatened.

Mills and eie- 
vators were sharp competitors for the No. 1 
northern wheat offered at Minneapolis, and a 
sale of 50,000 bu to the St. Anthony Grain 
company was reported to arrive at 2c over 
May. Waashburn-Crosby were also the big 
buyers in the pit at the northwestern market 
yesterday. f 

The April Ohie report, as wired by King of 
Toledo, said that the wheat condition, com- 
pared with an average, was 87 on April 1, 
compared to 96 last December, and 101 last 
April, with 90 at barvest last year, and a 
crop ef 48,000,000 bu.
